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What Constitutes a Good Iris? 


. For the benefit of those who are newly interesting 
themselves in iris, we would like to repeat, briefly, the 
qualities considered desirable in these flowers. 


Color, altho the most important and most instantly 
appreciated quality in a flower, is not by itself, the final 
measure of iris worth. 


Besides clarity or richness of color we want a bloom 
with good form, standards firm and held in closed position 
at the top, or nearly so, and in pleasing proportion to the 
falls, which may flare or droop, but which should not be 
narrow waisted. 


The bloom should be large enough to match the length 
of stem which, for tall-beared iris should be thirty inches 
or more. A small flower on a tall stem looks “leggy” and 
a huge flower on a short stem looks “dumpy.’ 


Stems should be branched low and wide so that flowers 
do not crowd, and they should be strong enough to resist 
drooping from the weight of the flowers or toppling 
because of wind or weather: The texture and substance of 
petals are important too. Whether silky, velvety, smoothly 
enameled, crisply starched or informally ruffled, the sub- 
stanee of the petals should be tough and durable enough 
to withstand sun and wind and remain fresh-looking for a 
reasonable length of time. Colors should not fade too 
easily in the sun, nor spot too readily from drops of mois- 
ture. 


Some irises are temperamental. To be generally 
acceptable an iris should perform well in different sections 
of the country and be winter-hardy. Unfortunately, some 
of the loveliest sorts originating in California are not 
hardy in Northern winters and many of the most beautiful 
varieties of the Middle West and East are complete failures 
in California. Quite frequently rhizomes from regions of 
wide seasonal differences will require an extra year to 
adjust themselves to the change before blooming.

And where, in all the floral firmament, can we find 
more fascinating and satisfactory flowers to plant than iris 
and hemerocallis? First, the iris, infinite in variety and 
with a color range not even approached by any other 
flower; easy to grow; drouth-resistant; rapid of increase; 
fragrant; adapted to specimen or mass arrangement; and 
within the reach of every purse. 

Later, the hemerocallis, lily-like with beautiful, waxen 
flowers held aloft on tall wirey stalks, growing more pro- 
fuse and abundant with the years; hardy; self-reliant; 
disease and insect-free; untemperamental; easiest of all to 
grow. 

These are the flowers which it pleases Edenwald Gar- 
dens to distribute. It is our aim to grow, commercially, 
every worth-while variety, which has not been superseded, 
in its price class, by better or more desirable varieties of 
similar characteristics. 


HORSE AND BUGGY BEAUTIES ARE OUTDATED 

Both of these flowers have been improved so greatly in 
recent years that old, out-dated sorts should be discarded 
and replaced with the modern, superior beauties. 

Of the many thousand varieties of irises which have 
been named and introduced, our catalog lists less than 350. 
Conscientious dealers discourage the sale of poor and 
obsolete varieties. Some dealers publish, each year, in 
their catalogs, lists of the 100 BEST as a guide for their 
customers. A prominent irisarian in New York State, Mr. 
Kenneth D. Smith, has, for several years, conducted an 
unofficial poll of judges of The American Iris Society, and 
a few over 100 varieties were given a comparative ranking 
in this poll in 1944, |

HONOR ROLLS 

We have designated the irises which were included in 
the above list by placing a star (*) before the name. In 
addition, we have similarly starred the varieties included 
in the 1944 lists of two prominent dealers, one in the East 
and one in the West. A fourth star is contributed by our- 
selves. Where an iris appears on only one list, only one 
star appears before its name. If on two lists; two stars; 
etc. Thus a four-star iris comes pretty well recommended 
and even a one-star sort is not to be sneezed at. 


EVEN THE EXPERTS DISAGREE 

We wish to caution you not to over-stress the value of 
these ratings. Very few iris judges are sufficiently well 
acquainted with all varieties to render comprehensive 
judgment, and judges and dealers, alike, often reflect their 
personal choice, which may not be your choice. 

Seasons vary, one year from another; climatic condi- 
tions vary geographically; soil composition differs widely; 
and no-one has yet succeeded in channelling human pref- 
erences into one deep groove. Beauty, it has been said, 
is in the eye of the beholder. A lot of irises with technical 
faults are highly attractive. Lets not get too hide-bound 
about the whole thing. 

WHO CAN DEFINE “CHARM”? 

Some of the non-starred varieties in our catalog are too 
new to be rated. Others are high-ranking irises of former 
years and still others are varieties which have never been 
“great” but have always been charming.

We hope our modest little catalog will reach many new 
acquaintances. To them we would like to say that 
EDENWALD GARDENS, altho growing the best introduc- 
tions of other dealers, has no introductions of its own.

Fated Flower of the Future 


Hemerocallis, commonly called daylilies, altho far 
from new, are undergoing a period of development which 
will unquestionably destine these waxen, fragrant, lily- 
like flowers to the status of most important summer 
perennial. 

Adaptable to the climate of Maine or California, Can- 
ada or Cuba; to soil of sand or clay; acid or alkaline; 
unaffected by insects or diseases; growing stronger and 
more beautiful through the years; easy to plant and to 
grow; no other perennial can approach the dependability 
of this remarkable flower. 

Poised on graceful, wirey stems two to four feet tall, 
are blooms from two to eight inches in diameter, depend- 
ing on variety, in colors of yellow, from palest lemon to 
deepest golden; tan; pink; rose; red; brown; maroon or 
purple. 

The name “hemerocallis”’ means “beautiful for a day” 
because each day produces a fresh set of blooms, frilled; 
fluted; powdered with gold dust; decorated with distinctive 
markings; clear-toned or overcast with dusky halos; and 
continues with this profuse succession of bloom for a solid 
month—one of the hot summer months at that. 

By choosing varieties having different seasons of bloom- 
ing you can enjoy daylilies from iris time till frost. In 
our climate, and farther south, early varieties often repeat 
in late Fall. 

Beside their incomparable garden value they also serve 
beautifully as cut-flowers,. by themselves or in a mixed 
bouquet. Some varieties have a very pleasing fragrance 
too. 

As with iris, the plants we furnish are freshly dug, 
strong divisions that will not disappoint. 

Date of flowering, as noted, refers to performance in 
our climate, where the roadside lily “FULVA,” begins to 
bloom about the middle of June. 

The increasing popularity of daylilies has tempted 
some growers to commercialize un-named seedlings or to 
name and lst large numbers of seedlings of questionable 
merit. Our list includes only named varieties of proven
